Although such suggestions 
have 


at various times been made to Pres- 
ident Wilson, Secretary Bryan and 
members of congress by persons In 
this country and Mexico, the propo- 
sition has never reached the stage 
of serious consideration because of 
the insistent attitude of the consti- 
tutionalists that they would not en- 
tertain mediation 
under any cir- 
cumstances. 


Who will guarantee the honesty 


of an election? 
The only guaran- 


tee we can have is to take posses- 
sion of the government by arms, put 
in a provisional president and hold 
elections when the country is paci- 
fied. Elections with most 
of the 


country up in arms would be im- 
possible. 


This was the answer of the con- 


stitutionalists representatives 
here 


today to reports, that mediation was 
about to 
bo 
undertaken through 


the offices of the United States. The 
constitutionalists profess to see in 
such a proposal an effort on the part 
of the Huerta government to secure 
a suspension of hostilities 
durmc;

the city for the unidentified dead. A 
public funeral is planned for Sunday. 


The task of compiling a list of the 


victims of the disaster is progressing 
slowly. Of those iu the hospital foui 
are so badly injured that heir recov- 
ery is not expected. Besides the seven 
known dead thirty-four have been re- 
ported missing 
and 
probably are 


dead. Fifty-four survivors have been 
accounted for. 


Not until the office safe has been 


opened can a complete list of the em- 
ployes of the clothing company, dead, 
living and missing, be made. 
The 


safe .was uncoverd late last night but 
was so hot no attempt was made to 
open it.

The men said 
today that they were uot satisfied 
with the concessions made yesterday 
by the railroad managers. These con- 
cessions, it was understood were the 
dropping of three of the e.ght griev- 
ances the railroads have 
asked to 


have arbitrated in connection 
with 


the demands of the men. 


The principal efforts- of the medi-

Columbus, July '24.—From letters of inquiry received by Secre- 


tary of State (.raves from many parts of the state, it is evident that 
a misapprehension exists in many counties as to the method of nomi- 
nating candidates for township offices in townships with a popula- 
tion of 2000 or over. 


Assistant Secretary of State. Secrcst, in a prepared statment 


points ont that this year the only method of nominating candidates 
for township offices in all townships, regardless of what their popu- 
lation may be, is by petition, and this petition must be filed with the 
county elction board not later than GO days prior to the November 
election. 


The statement in part says: 


"All candidates for township offices in any township, it matters 


not what its population may be. or for municipal offices in any 
municipality of less than two thousand population, can be nominated 
only by petition, signed in the aggregate for each candidate of not 
less than twenty-five qxialified electors of the township or munici- 
pality. 


"The names of all candidates for township offices in any town- 


ship and for municipal offices in any municipality of less than two 
thousand, will be grouped under the designation or title of the office 
for which nominated, in alphabetical order according to surname 
upon the official ballot to be used at the November election, which 
ballot will contain no party designation. Even thoush a township 
contains a municipality, which municipality has a population of two 
thousand or over, candidates for township offices may be mentioned 
in such township by petition only. 


Information from tke Secretary of State to the Advocate today 


states that in Newark city there will be no primary elections other 
than for the nomination of municipal officers.

Etonian' Cricketers Were 
Flogged for Ix>sing Game. 


The first public school cricket 


match between Eton and Winchester 
was played on Hounslow Heath jusl 
117 years ago come tomorrow, July 
25, 1796. 
Considered strictly as news, this 


item of information is a bit stale, 
and noboddy could be expected to 
get wildly excited over it. Yet it has, 
or might have, a modern application 
to all varieties of school and college 
sports. 
The Etonian eleven1 was thorough- 


ly and conclusively defeated in this 
contest. 
When they returned, did 


the headmaster condole with them, 
saying, "Well, 
better 
luck 
next 


time?" 
Answer: He did not. 
He 


gave each and every 
one 
of 
the 


eleven the alternative of a sound 
flogging or expulsion from school in 
disgrace. 
It is to the credit of those dead 


and buried Etonian lads that they 
replied to this challenge in unison: 
"Bring on the birch." 


Them were the happy days! 
Administering 
floggings 
or 


"swishings" was the principal indoor 
sport of Eton headmasters 
of 
old 


from the foundation of the school 
to the middle of the last century. 
There is a tradition that on one oc- 
casion a headmaster whipped sev- 
enty boys at one session, giving each 
ten cuts with two birches, and was 
so worn out by the operation that 
he was laid up for a week or two. 
During Dr. Keate's regime he flog- 
ged "half 
the 
ministers, bishops, 


generals and dukes of the century." 


The Eton institution of "swish- 


inK," so long an incentive toward 
athletic victories, was described by a 
journal of the time as 
"an 
oper- 
ation performed on the .naked back 
by the headmaster himself, who is 
always a gentleman, and sometimes 
a high dignitary of the church."
